HAT monster test of the United States air mail service 
by Willys-Overland at Toledo was an amazing demon- 
stration of capacity. Seven hundred thousand letters on any 
subject is a sizable contribution to the mails and their 
weight, which aggregated 30,000 pounds, was about three 
times the normal daily total of poundage of letters trans- 
mitted via air. Over thirty planes started the letters on their 
way to prospects for the new Whippets, located in over 6,000 
communities in the country. The shipment was not only the 
largest single shipment of air mail lifted in any one day, but 
the planes involved, according to Postmaster General New, 
were the largest gathering of commercial airplanes in 
history.

It has managed to get through the 
head of that mysterious individual, the average car owner, 
the idea that systematic lubrication will save thousands of 
dollars in repair bills. 

How successful the gradually growing idea of prevent- | 
ing mechanical failures by beforehand care has been 
clearly shown in the increased active life of the present day 
car. Today the useful life of the average car is reckoned at 
between six and seven years. A few years ago it was not.

Of 25 Members 


ETROIT, Jan. 22. — In 

anticipation of the 
greatest year in the history of 
the Detroit Chevrolet Dealers’ 
Association, the twenty-five 
members of the organization 
are embarking on a record- 
breaking program for the 
year, calling for the sale of 
24,000 Chevrolet cars and
